A brief statement, in which counsel 
for both Taylor and Beckham Joined 
was filed at the same time, asking for 
aa tarly hearing. In this agreed state 
ment, it is set fortli that both Taylor 
and Beckham as governors, John Mar 
shall as lieutenant governor on the 
Republican side, and L. H. Carter as 
president pro tern of the senate, and 
John B. Castleman as adjutant general 
on the Democratic side, are each and 
all claiming the right to and are aetu 
ally attempting to exercise the powers 
of the respective offlces severally 
claimed by tlieni, thus producing great 
confusion in Kentucky, by reason of 
the doubts as to which of the positions 
nameu has the lawful right to exercise 
the authority pertaining to the several 
ofTidTs named, all to the great injury 
and dotrimeat of the people of the 
stTle. 

The agreed statement then contlnuea 
as follows: "Thus, under the consti- 
tution and laws of Kent inky, the pov- 
ernor of the slate, in addition to being 
charged generally with, the duty of 
seeing that the laws are faithfully ex- 
ecuted, is also specially charged with 
the duty and invested with the power 
of filling many important offices in the 
state by appointment, some by orig- 
inal appointment and others by ap- 
pointment to fill vacancies, and also 
witli the power to issui' commissions 
to many ofllcers, whether appointed by 
him or elected by the people, and also 
with the liower to issue pardons and to 
remit fines and forfeitures. 

••Both plaintiff in error, William S. 
Taylor, and defendant in error, J. C. 
W. Beckham, are claiming the right to 
perform ali the functions of .the afore 
said office of governor, and each of 
them ha.s actually attempted to per- 
form many of the said functions, such 
for example as issuing pardons and 
filling olBcee by appointment, etc. 

"Some of the officers of the stale rec- 
ognize t!ie a< ts of the plaintiff in error, 
Wllliaiu S. Taylor, as the lawful acts 
of the governor of the state, and refuse 
to recognize similar acts of defendant 
In error. J. C. W. Beckham; while 
wther officers of the state re< 0Knl7.e the 
acts of J. C. W. Beckham as the law- 
ful acta of the governor of the state, 
and refuse to recognise the aota of 
William 8. Taylor as such governor. 

"By r(-:uson of all these factj^ and 
others which might be enumerated, 11 
Is of the utmost importance to the 
people of the state of Kentucky that 
ttie question of the right to office In- 
volved In the aforesaid litlga/tlon be 
determined. The question of law In 
▼Olved in said causes are of very great 
and grave importance,, involving the 
nature and extent of the powers of an 
election contest tribunal, and the pow 
ers of the Judiciary, with relation 
thereto."

Dropped Prooi the Rolls of tlic 
Cliloago Presbytery. 

Chicago, April 10.— With only one 
tiB.centing vote the report cf the com- 
Mi:tee to Avhicli was ref(;rrcd the re- 
quest of Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis ot 
Brooklyn, that his name be erased 
from the rolls of the Chioago Presby- 
tery, was adopted by that body at Its 
regular meeting. 

The questions of I'repbyterian doc- 
trine raised by Dr. Hillis in his now 
famous sermon at Plymouth church. 
Brooklyn, did not, however, have any 
bearing on the aci eptance or rejection 
of Dr. Hillis' resignation. 

The committee, which was compo.sed 
of Dr. McClure, president of Lake For- 
est university, and Directors Chlester 
and Notman, reported that it had fur- 
ther <-.orrespondence with Dr. Hillis 
on the subject, and that In his second 
letter the Brooklyn divine bad again 
asked that his name be erased from 
the rolls of the Presbytery. Dr. Hilli.s' 
first letter, the committee rc portwl, al- 
lowed for differences of Interpretation, 
and as circumstances did not admit 
of the proposition that a personal in- 
terview be held with Dr. Hillis. he wa-- 
written in regard to a riglit interpre 
tatlon of his letter. Dr. Hillis' -request, 
therefore, that he be allowed to with- 
draw from the Jurisdiction of the Chi- 
cago Presbytery was simply a matter 
provided for In the book of discipline, 
and without any debate the report was 
adopted. 

The report admitted that ch'spter i». 

sections 3 and 4. of the Presl)yteri:in 
Confession of Faith, were "sources of 
emharra-ssment." and not regarded as 
essential. 

The threatened debate over Dr. mi- 
ll'?' reslKnation is out of the way. Th< 
Presbytery, by an uiiinimous vote 
adopted a set of re.iolutions offered by 
Dr. Herrick Johnson, president of Mc 
Cormlck Theological seminary, over 
tnrlnc: the general secretary to appoint 
committee to report on the general 
que.'^.tion of Pre.sbytof1an creed. Dr 
Johnson evplaining that rerolutlons 
did not commit the Presbytery one wa 
or the other on the disputed questions 
of doctrine.

Croton Landing, N. Y., April 16. — 
Vague rumors of the Intended use of 
dynamite by the strikers to break the 
old Croton dam and flood the Croton 
valley were current tlii()u;;hout the 
night, but so far everything is quiet 
and orderly. 

There is no doubt the striking Ital- 
ians are in possession of a lot of dyna- 
mite, and they a.re accustomed to the 
handling of the explosive. The old 
dam is entirely unprotected. When 
the result of the conference at New 
York was circulated among the men 
last night, and they knew that the 
militia was ordered heie. the spirit of 
resistance visibly increased, and the 
recognized leader of thu strikers made 
the boast that the fight would be con- 
tini:c i imtil the men got what they 

demanded. 

A meeting of th* strikers was called . 
fOr 4 a. m., but only a few of the 
leaders turned up at the appointed 
place, pcwciy inidge, Which is Just 

below the works. 

Tlicy ta!I<e(i excitedly with one an- 
other and then return to their homes 
along the Bowery, seemingly without 
having acreed upon any plan of action, 
it is certain, however, that the Ital- 
ians will prevent work being resumed.
